La Crosse, Wis., Dec. 8.—President 
Calvin Spensley of the wrecked Min­ 
eral Point First National bank, one 
of that city’s richest and most prom­ 
inent lawyers, boarded a train unex­ 
pectedly 
several 
hours 
before 
the 
United States deputy marshal, bear­ 
ing a w arrant for his arrest on an in­ 
dictment returned here, charging com­ 
plicity in the First 
National 
bank 
frauds, could reach Mineral Point. 
For the past week 
he has 
been 
shadowed by federal secret service 
agents and these men were on the 
train when it steamed into the sta­ 
tion. 
Spensley left the train at 
Hazel 
Green, a 
few miles 
from 
Mineral 
Point, and 
his 
shadows 
left 
also. 
While one of 
them 
kept 
track of 
Spensley the other telephoned United 
States District Attorney 
Morgan at 
Madison and the deputies were or­ 
dered to watch him closely and to per­ 
mit no possibility of escape. 
Morgan then telephoned Spensley's 
attorney to order the banker back to 
Mineral Point immediately and the 
deputy with the warrant has arrived 
there. 
Mr. Morgan said that Spensley was 
so closely watched his arrest was a 
foregone conclusion and that the war­ 
rant would be served 
and that he 
would 
be arraigned 
in the United 
States court at Madison soon. 
The arrest of Spensley is due to 
the alleged confession of Philip Allen, 
the substance of which has already 
been made public, and while Spens- 
ley’s arrest has been expected for a 
week the sensation was nevertheless 
keen. 


Allen Blamed Spensley. 
Since the arrest of Allen, Vice Pres­ 
ident Spensley has lot the impression 
go out that Allen’s difficulty was as 
much a shock to him as others. 
It 
was Spensley who, according to the 
testimony of Allen, was responsible 
for the beginning of the transgres­ 
sions two years ago, when he over­ 
drew his accounts $35,000, and Allen 
was forced to forge his name to a note 
to elude the bank examiner and es­ 
cape arrest. 
Spensley is 
probably the 
biggest 
man in Mineral Point, socially, pro­ 
fessionally and in a business way, and 
has borne an unsullied reputation. 
The indictment upon which Spens­ 
ley is to be arrested contains twenty 
counts, charging three distinct crimes; 
misapplication of the bank’s funds, 
aiding and abetting Allen in the same 
offense, aiding and abetting Allen in 
making false reports to the controller 
of the currency. 
Several distinct offenses are alleged 
under each charge. 
That Spensley has been expecting 
arrest since the confession of Allen 
Is indicated by the fact that he en­ 
gaged lawyers and made preparations 
to fight his case. 
The testimony of 
Allen implicates both In what Is al­ 
leged to have been a conspiracy to 
rob the depositors of the bank.

Omaha, Dec. 8.—Minnesota has won 
the sweepstake’s award on oats in a 
contest open to the world, and she has 
also won the $1,500 silver trophy of 
fered by Professor Olin of Colorado. 
The state has received the award, 
but not the trophy, and thereby hangs 
a tale. 
Last summer at a meeting of the of­ 
ficers of the National Corn Show asso­ 
ciation Professor Olin of Denver, na­ 
tional president for Colorado, pledged 
the Denver Commercial club and the 
allied commercial clubs of Colorado to 
furnish a solid silver cup to be made 
of Colorado silver, worth $1,500, to be 
given to the state showing the best 
peck of oats. 
This offer was accepted and in ad­ 
vertising the exposition was made one 
of the features. 
Everything went well until a short 
time before the arrival of Governor 
Sharfroth, when the Minnesota men 
went around to the Colorado officials 
and suggested that as Minnesota had 
won the award and the cup it would 
be proper for the latter to be in the 
Minnesota booth w'hen the governor 
made his tour of inspection. 
Then the information was given out 
that the trophy was not in evidence, 
but was probably in the possession of 
Governor Sharfroth. 


Knew Nothing About Trophy.. 
When the governor arrived he was 
plied witn questions, but he knew noth­ 
ing about the trophy. 
He supposed it 
was in Omaha. 
The wires between Omaha and Den­ 
ver were warmed up, and it was as­ 
certained that the Denver Commercial 
club knew nothing officially about the 
Olin promise. 
Olin was some place in 
Colorado, but couldn’t be located. 
Governor Sharfroth was in a peck of 
trouble. 
The prime object of his mis­ 
sion here was to present Minnesota 
with the trophy. 
He had framed his 
speech along that line and he had to 
revise it. 
He conferred 
with the 
Colorado 
members of the corn show, and frank­ 
ly told them that as the promise had 
been made that a $1,500 silver trophy 
was to be given, Colorado must make 
good. 
This talk stirred up the Colorado 
men, and they all agreed that when 
they return to their homes they will 
see that the money necessary to buy 
the silver and pay for the manufacture 
of the trophy is raised.

T aft’s reiteration in his m essage to 
congress of the statement made in his 
Winona speech last September that 
the tariff board created by the Al- 
drich-Payne act is charged with the 
duty of collecting data as to the cost 
of production at home and abroad was 
received with acclaim by the North­ 
western senators and representatives 
who voted against the tariff bill. 
This chapter of 
the 
m essage 
is 
viewed with alarm by Senators Al­ 
drich and Hale, who asserted in the 
most emphatic manner 
during 
the 
consideration 
of 
the 
Aldrich-Payne 
bill that the hoard proposed to be cre­ 
ated would be confined in its activities 
to collecting information to guide the 
president in enforcing the maximum 
and minimum tariff and that it would 
not be authorized or permitted 
to 
delve into the question of cost pro­ 
ductions. 
The president’s declaration 
as to the duties of the tariff board Is 
particularly pleasing to Senators Nel­ 
son and Clapp of Minnesota, who have 
long been advocates of the tariff com­ 
mission idea. 
In discussing the uses of the tariff 
board the president said: 
“An examination of the law and an 
understanding of the nature of the 
facts which should be considered in 
discharging 
the 
functions 
imposed 
upon the executive show that I have 
the power to direct the tariff board 
to ma.ee a comprehensive glossary and 
encyclopedia of the terms used and 
articles embraced in the tariff law and 
to secure information as to the cost 
of production of such goods in this 
country and tne cost of their produc­ 
tion in foreign countries.” 
That 
the 
president 
regards 
the 
board as a permanent one is shown in 
his recommendation that makes con­ 
gress 
“continue 
appropriations 
to 
maintain it.” 
The opinion prevails among North 
western senators that the presidents 
announcement as to the uses to which 
the tariff commission will be put \v' 11 
nullify any efforts that may be mad 
at this session to pass a tariff com­ 
mission bill.

EXPLOSION OF GAS 
TANKS KILLS MANY 


Ten Dead and Seventeen Miss­ 


ing at Hamburg, 


Hamburg, Dec. 8.—The explosion of 
two gas tanks in the so-called “Kleines 
Grasbrook,” on the Elbe front, was 
followed by an extensive fire and tho 
loss of many lives. The explosion was 
due to a leak in a new gasometer. E s­ 
caping gas entered the retort house, 
where it came in contact with the 
fires, causing a terrific explosion. 
A large number of workmen were 
engaged in rebuilding and enlarging 
the plant. 
Twenty-five of the men 
were employed near the gasometer. 
They disappeared in a m ass of flames 
which shot up to a great height. 
Ten are reported dead and seven­ 
teen missing. 
It is almost certain 
that all of these are dead. 
Forty men 
were seriously injured, of whom sev­ 
eral cannot recover. 
The fire gained rapidly and threat­ 
ened the old gasometer, containing 
50,000 cubic meters. 
So intense was 
the heat and so dangerous their po­ 
sition, the firemen were compelled to 
retire. 
A terrific explosion soon occurred 
and the tower became a m ass of 
flames, which leaped hundreds of feet, 
sending fragm ents of glowing coke far 
and wide over the city and harbor. 
There is little hope of finding the 
bodies of the missing. 
The new gasom eter which exploded | 
was the largest in the world, having a 
capacity of 200,000 cubic meters. The 
city 
appropriated 
14,000,000 
marks 
($3,500,000) for its construction. 


CONGRESS IS OUT OF WORK

Friday. 
Washington, Dec. 8.—Having assem 
bled and received the president's an 
nual message, congress found itsell 
literacy “out of work,” and in conse 
quence both houses adjourned ovei 
until Friday, when if some of the va 
rious committees fail to provide some 
thing to do adjournment will be taken 
until Monday next. 
The formality of reading the mes­ 
sage aloud consumed about an hour 
and a half of the time of each house. 
When the conclusion was reached the 
house immediately adjourned, but the 
senate remained in session for some 


time afterwards, an executive session 
being held before that body adjourned. 
Little fault was found with the mes­ 
sage 
among the 
Republicans, who 
seemed to agree that it was as satis­ 
factory a document as the president 
could prepare and remain consistent 
with the party’s campaign pledges. 
The Democrats approved of the presi­ 
dent’s efforts to economize, hut depre­ 
cated his suggestion that the Monroe 
doctrine hail practically become obso­ 
lete. 
Following the custom the message 
was referred to the committee of the 
whole by both branches to be prepared 
for “vivisection” by the various com­ 
mittees whose business it is to deal 
with the various subjects discussed by 
the president in his message.

O. T. Batcheller. 
The banquet will 
be one of the most elaborate ever 
served in Brainerd, and is being pre­ 
pared regardless of expense. 
Gra­ 
h am ’s orchestra will furnish music 
during the serving of the banquet. 
The famous Masonic quartette, of 
Minneapolis will sing during the cer­ 
emonials. 
This is said to he one of 
the finest, if not the finest male quar­ 
te t in the west and is famous among 
Shriners the country over. 
The loss of the Masonic hall by 
fire October 28th, together w ith the 
loss of all the paraphernalia of the 
various lodges was a severe blow to 
the various orders and 
very 
dis­ 
couraging to the local shriners, but 
they have surm ounted all obstacles 
in preparing for the meeting. 
The 
idea of a pilgrimage of Zuhrah temple 
to Brainerd originated in the mind 
of Col. A. J. 
Halstead, 
who 
first 


broached it to the officials of Zuhrah 
Temple last September, while In Min­ 
neapolis.

The requisites for membership in 
the Shrine are either being a Knight 
Templar or a Scottish Rite Mason. 
Because the burning of Masonic hall 
it was necessary that work in the 
Royal Arch chapter and the K nights 
Templar degrees be done out of town 
to get candidates ready to take the 
shrine degrees. 
The chapter degrees 
were conferrred in Little Falls and 
the commandry degrees at Wadena. 
The Masonic Observer contains the 
follow ing Information from the com­ 
m ute in charge of the arrangements 
at Minneapolis. 
The Commute desires to acquaint 
the Nobility of Zurah Temple, and 
all other Nobles now sojourning In 
these parts, through the medium of 
the Observer, that the arrangements 
for the Pilgrimage to Brainerd are 
completed and that the “stunts” w ill 
be pulled off on schedule time.

RETRENCHMENT IS KEYNOTE 


Secretary of the Treasury Makes H is 
Annual Report. 
Washington, Dec. 8.—Retrenchment 
is the keynote in the estimates of ex­ 
penditures for the executive depart­ 
ments of the government for the fiscal 
year 1911, embodied in the annual re­ 
port of Franklin MacVeagh as sec­ 
retary of the treasury. This is in line 
with President Taft’s declared policy 
of greater economy in administering 
the affairs of the government. 
The total estimates for 1911 are 
$671,288,075, which are less by $55,- 
663,091 than the appropriations for 
1910 and $94,001,493 less than the esti­ 
mates for 1910. 
The total estimated 
receipts for the current year aggre­ 
gate $648,000,000 and for 1911 abour 
$672,000,000, 
leaving 
an 
ordinary 
deficit for the current year of $34,- 
075,620, and for 1911 a surplus of 
$48,775,449. 
Adding the payments on 
account of the Panama canal and the 
public debt tin* total deficit of the 
present year becomes $73,075,620 and 
for 1911 a surplus of $711,925. 
Probably the most important rec­ 
ommendation made by the secretary 
Is that the tax on bank circulation 
secured by United States bonds here­ 
after deposited bearing interest higher 
than 2 per cent shall be increased in 
exact proportion to tile increase in 
the rate of interest above 2 per cent. 
He advises continuance of the rate of 
one-lialf of I per cent for circulation 
based on 2 per cent bonds.

St. Paul, Dec. 8.—President Frank 
T. Hawley of the Switchmen’s Union 
of North America will leave soon foi 
the East, and it is reported that he 
will meet President Samuel Gomperfl 
of the American Federation of Labot 
at Cincinnati on Friday. 
Mr. Gom* 
pers, it is reported, has been kept In­ 
formed daily as to the conditions in 
this territory. 
The conference at Cincinnati may 
result in the issuance of some declara­ 
tion by Mr. Gompers, but as far as 
the sentiment at strike headquarters 
can be learned it is not expected that 
Mr. Gompers will call out a sympa­ 
thetic strike. 
Strike leaders claim 
that they could enlist the support of 
affiliated orders, but that they are so 
confident of victory they do not think 
such a step necessary. 
Part of Mr. Hawley’s mission in the 
East, it is claimed, will be to attend 
a conference with the committee of 
switchmen that will shortly meet with 
the general manager^ committee and 
take up the wage question with all the 
railroads west of Buffalo, exclusive of 
this territory. 
No date has yet been 
set for the conference in Chicago, but 
it is expected that it will be soon. Mr. 
Hawley is expected back in St. Paul 
on Sunday. 
The strike leaders claim that they 
are occupying as strong a position as 
ever. 
They say that they are daily in 
communication with all points and all 
reports received at the strike head­ 
quarters in this city are that the 
strikers are . standing firm and that 
the railroads are tied up. 
"We believe that we have absolute 
control of the strike situation,” said 
D. A. Harshbarger, third vice presi­ 
dent of the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America, "and we are not ap­ 
prehensive of the ultimate outcome. 
I The men are standing firm every­ 
where, and we know from authorita­ 
tive investigation that the men being 
; imported to fill the strikers’ places 


I with few exceptions have no expe­ 
rience as switchmen, and it is utterly 
impossible for the railroad companies 
i to move the traffic with this class of 
I men. 
"We get reports that a great many 
of the new men are deserting on ac­ 
count of the weather.” 


I 
Hill Says Strike Is Broken. 
“The strike is broken—absolutely,” 
said President L. W. Hill of the Great 
Northern railway, "and it is a shame 
and absolutely wrong,” he continued, 
"for a few' strike leaders and union 
officials to carry down to hardship 
and suffering the hundreds of hard 
working, capable men who are follow'- 
ing the misguided leadership of their 
officers. 
I am sorry for these men, 
especially for those who have families. 
Any man who has children will be 
sorry for them, and more so because 
of the long cold winter that they must 
face 
without 
employment. 
To 
the 
married men—to those who have lit­ 
tle children to support—I shall offer 
employment. 
They can come back to 
me and get their old jobs back, so 
long as we can place them, and when 
w’e can’t give them back their jobs as 
switchmen we will place them in some 
other department of our service. 
We 
shall see that they get employment. 
The ‘boomers,’ howrever, and agita­ 
tors will have to move south. 
We 
shall not try to make places for 
them.” 
It is the belief of a party of St. 
Paul business men which inspected 
conditions in the Twin City terminals 
i and at the Hamline and Minnesota 
Transfer yards that the railroads of 
the Northwest have in a large meas­ 
ure recovered from serious phases of 
the strike inaugurated by the Inter­ 
national Switchmen’s Union of North 
America Nov. 30. 
The party, numbering about fifteen, 
left St. Paul in a chartered car to 
learn by actual inspection the exact 
situation. 
Following the inspection every mem­ 
ber of tho party expressed himseli 
as fully satisfied that country orders 
can be promptly filled by the rail­ 
roads, and circulars will be mailed to 
the trade throughout the Northwest 
assuring them of the fact.
